The fact that one of these cases was 
eported as a 3 day jail sentence resulted 
rom an error on the County Court fine 
heet kept in the County Clerk's Office. 
The third person listed in The Sun's 
ourt records as having been assessed a 
ail sentence for speeding was done so 
olely through a reporting error by the 
ourthouse reporter. 
In the cases listed Feb. 12, two defen- 
ants fined $25 had their fines probated for 
0 days, and the specific case you cited 
nvolved a defendant who was fined $50 
nth Dunn probating $25 of that fine for 
iree months.

Only three weeks remain for 


motor vehicle owners to pur- 
chase 1975 license plates, and 
according 
to 
county 
tax 


assessor-collector Jerry S. Scott 
the new tag sales are lagging 
badly. 


Approximately 17,000 sets of 


licenses are sold in Navarro 
County each year, Scott said, 
and that the large number of 
12,000 sets still unsold is sure to 
create a log jam of buyers 
before the April 1 deadline. 


The assessor suggested that 


the only hope for vehicle owners 
to avoid long lines and much 
delay is to purchase the tags 
immediately, 
or within the 


coming week. The new plates 
are galvanized, and heavier 
than in past years, and may be 
obtained now in the tax office on 
the first floor of the courthouse. 


Seven substations are set up 


throughout the county, Scott 
also noted, for public con- 
venience. Licenses may be 
bought at banks in Dawson, 
Frost, Blooming Grove and 
Rice. The chamber of com- 
merce office is handling sales in 
Kerens, 
Parrish ' Store 
at 


Pursley, and the post office at 
Chatfield. 


Scott also stressed the im- 


portance of sales being speeded 
up through buyers bringing 
their license renewal notices 
when purchasing new tags. If 
vehicle owners did not receive a 
notice the vehicle's title and last 
years' 
license 
receipt 
is 


essential, Scott said.

County decides to purchase 
up to $3,000 without bids

Navarro 
County Com- 


missioners Monday drafted and 
approved purchase procedures, 
and established 
policies for 


county 
employe 
holidays, 


vacations and sick leave. 


The commissioners approved 


a purchasing procedure which 
allows purchases of up to $3,000, 
excluding 
supplies 
and 


materials, to be made without 
taking 
bids. 
Supplies 
and 


materials up to the amount of 
$300 may also be purchased 
without bids in an emergency. 


All supplies over $3,000 and all 


purchases 
of supplies 
and 


materials over $300 are to be 
made by taking bids. 


BIDS CAN BE solicited by 


phone 
through 
the 
county 


auditor's 
office 
or 
by ad- 


vertising 
in 
the 
local 


newspaper, County Judge Rob 
Dunn informed the court. 


The purchasing 
plan, as 


recommended by Judge Dunn, 
specifies simply that purchases 
are to be made "in accordance 
with the law" and with the 
approval of the commissioners 
court. 


Several commissioners ex- 


pressed doubt as to the legality 
of the procedure and agreed 
with 
commissioner 
Ellis 


Montgomery that "We need an 
attorney general's ruling" on 
what can be purchased without 
bids. The commissioners court 
indicated it will contact the 
attorney general concerning the 
question. 


IN SUGGESTING this step, 


Montgomery 
also 
recom- 


mended "going right down the 
line" in following county audit 
recommendations. 


Assistant District Attorney 


David Ralston Jr. advised the 
commissioners 
during 
a 


meeting Thursday that state 
law requires the purchase of all 
materials and supplies on a bid 
basis. He told them up to $300 in 
supplies may be pruchased 
under emergency provisions 
without taking bids. 


A 
"time-off" 
policy , was 


adopted that provides an initial 
30-day leave for employees who 
suffer an extended illness. At 
the end of the 30-day period, the 
office holder with which the 
person is employed is to appear 
before the commissioners with 
a doctor's notice pertaining to 


the illness, 
and the com- 


missioners are then to consider 
an additional 30-day extension 
at full or reduced pay. 


REGULAR SICK leave was 


set at five days, jury duty time 
will be granted in the amount of 
time called on to serve, and two 
days per year are allowed for 
personal business. One day is 
granted for a death in the 
family, unless the death is in the 
immediate family, in which 
case, four days are allowed. 


On the recommendation of 


County Judge Rob Dunn, the 
commissioners 
agreed 
that 


holiday 
schedules 
will 
be 


established each year at the 
first 
commissioners 
court 


meeting in January. 


A vacation plan was approved 


that provides two weeks of paid 
vacation per year for all county 
employees. After Dunn pointed 
out 
the 
large 
number of 


holidays (14% days) county 
employes 
have, 
the com- 


missioners voted not to increase 
vacation time based on how 
long an employee holds a job. 


The 
commissioners 
also 


specified that vacation time 
must be taken each year instead 
of allowing it 
to 
be 
ac- 


cumulative. An employe will be 
eligible for a one week vacation 
after having served on the job 
six months and shall be eligible 
for two weeks after serving one 
year. 


EMPLOYES WILL not be 


allowed to receive double pay in 
lieu of vacation time, but they 
can apply vacation time to sick 
leave. 


Dunn asked for opinions on 


establishing policies for elected 
officials, 
and 
the com- 


missioners as a whole indicated 
they agree with the judge, that 
"the people decide" if officials 
are not fulfilling their duties. 
Therefore, the commissioners 
took no action to establish 
vacation, sick leave or other 
policies for office holders. 


In other business, the com- 


missioners refused payment of 
a $38.40 bill for coffee from the 
district judge's office. Judge 
Dunn pointed out that cour- 
thouse personnel in other offices 
pay for their own coffee. 


At 
the 
request 
of 
Tax 


Assessor Collector Jerry Scott, 
the court agreed to advertise for 
bids on one or more mail scales 
for the tax office. 


PERMISSION WAS granted 


to the Heritage Committee of 
the Bicentennial Committee to 
fly "the six flags of Texas" at 
the courthouse on days to be 
designated for the flags of each 
of the six cultures that have 
influenced the state. 
These 


flags, 
along 
with 
a 
flag 


representing the Isle of Corsica, 
for 
which 
Corsicana 
was 


named, are to be flown during 
the bicentennial year of 1976. 


County Extension Agent Gene 


Sears presented 
each com- 


missioner with a copy of the 
annual report of the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service 
and thanked the court for its 
support in helping the extension 
service to promote agriculture 
in the county. 


"WE NEED TO get the public 


involved with this sale," Willis 
said. He also asked the board to 
consider having a fried chicken 
dinner, a Western band, and 
entertainment. This was ac- 
cepted unanimously by the 
board. 


"I think that a night auction 


would generate more interest," 
Willis said, "particularly if we 
have a band and a dinner." 


Board 
chairman 
Gerald 


Atkeisson also announced that 
since the exposition was around 
$1,000 under budget this year, 
the cut in prize money was 
being considered. 


"I SUGGEST that we cut the 


prize money on events in which 
the animals are sold," he said, 
adding that he felt that cutting 
the prize money on the garment 
show would not be feasable. 


"The clothing division win- 


ners don't make that much 
money, anyway," he said, "and 
I don't think we should cut them 
even more." 


Atkeisson also said that it 


would be impossible to get the 
prize money to the winners the 
same day as it was awarded. 
"There's 
just 
too 
much 


paperwork involved to get the 
prize money to the winners on 
the same day," he said. 


Art Keeney, treasurer for the 


committee, said that he had a 
guarantee for the prize money 
in the poultry and dairy entries. 


Rex 
Carpenter, 
executive 


director of the Chamber, told 
the Sun today that although the 
budget will not be met this year, 
"probably the youngsters will 
come out very well under the 
circumstances, even though the 
prize money may be cut, 
because the selling

Atkeisson said that the cost of 
the tent for the livestock would 
be $1,722, an increase of around 
$500 from last year.

Principal calls petitions 
at CHS 'personality thing'

Petitions 
were 
circulated 


briefly last week at Corsicana 
High School to "impeach" Scott 
Wylie as 
president of the 


Student Council. Wylie and 
Principal Mark Culwell said the 
petitions are not in circulation 
now. 


Culwell said the petition was 


strictly a "personality thing," 
and Wylie said he viewed it as 
grievances about how he ran the 
Student Council. "It's just nit- 
picking; there's no truth to their 
allegations." 


Wylie said his parents had 


threatened to sue students who 
made accusations charging him 
with misconduct they couldn't 
prove. Efforts to contact his 
father, Don Wylie, were un- 
successful Tuesday. 


THE 
EXISTENCE 
of 
a 


petition came to light in a 
question to Action Line: "There 
. was a petition circulating at the 
High School last week (Thur- 
sday) to remove Scott Wyiie as 
president of the Student Council 
because of his misconduct at a 
basketball game. What hap- 
pened to the petition? I thought 
it was our constitutional right to 
petition. I hear there have been 
threats 
made 
against 
the 


signers." 


Culwell said he picked up 


reports last Thursday that a 
petition was circulating, and 
allegations of misconduct by the 


Student Council were rumored 
at a basketball game. Culwell 
said he called in some students 
Friday whose names had been 
mentioned. 


Culwell said he obtained a 


blank petition (unsigned), and 
"no specific charges 
were 


cited" in it, and in talking with 
six to eight students, "no one 
was willing to stand up and 
make any charge of specific 
misconduct." 


"THIS IS strictly a per- 


sonality thing," Culwell said, 
pointing out his delving into the 
matter had brought out that 
Wylie 
had 
alienated 
some 


students in how he ran the 
Student Council, and it ap- 
peared to be something to 
"bring Scott down." 


Culwell said no threats of 


suspension were made against 
any student, nor were they 
ordered to stop the petition. He 
said he told the students that 
they had the right to petition, 
but this carried with it the 
responsibility to be factual and 
not abuse another person's 
character. 


He said he told them that if 


any student made an accusation 
of misconduct he or she would 
have to be able to prove their 
allegations and when he asked if 
anyone was "ready to stand up, 
cite a specific charge and prove 
it, none of them was ready to do 
it." 


THEY ASKED if they could 


be sued, referring to rumors 
they had heard Thursday night 
the Wylies were threatending 
legal action, and Culwell said he 
told them there was always the 
"possibility," especially if they 
couldn't 
prove 
charges of 


misconduct. 


He said they asked if they 


should "remove the petitions" 
and he agreed this was the 
proper thing to do, and "they 
assured me the petitions would 
stop." 


"The attitude of most was, 


'I'm sorry I had anything to do 
with it, and I'm getting out of 
it'," Culwell said. 


THE PRINCIPAL said he did 


not know how many students 
had signed the petition nor 
specifically tried to learn who 
had signed it when it appeared 
the instigators would drop the 
petition forthwith. He termed 
the whole incident a "half- 
cocked, 
half 
baked 
thing" 


stemming from a personality 
conflict between some students 
and Wylie's leadership of the 
council. 


Wylie said he hadn't seen a 


petition, but from what he had 
been told by other students, 
"only about 14 signed it". He 
said he is aware there are 
students who "don't like the 
way I run the Student Council; 
there's nothing to the ac- 
cusations 
(misconduct), it's 


just nit-picking."

convenience marriages 


DALIES (AP) - Outside of being born 


here, the fastest way to become a legal U.S. 
resident is to marry one. 


More and more aliens are doing just 


that—at a price. 


"Im afraid that's so," says Joe Mongiello, 


head of the U.S. Immigration Service office 
here. "It's becoming a disturbing, in- 
creasing problem." 


It's also against the law. 
Mongiello says aliens, both men and 


women, are "buying" themselves a spouse 
more frequently because of the ever 
lengthening waiting lists for resident alien 
permits. 


It can take two and a half years or more to 


gain entry into this country by other chan- 
nels. 


But marriage to a U.S. citizen means 


instant and legal entry. 


A growing number of such marriages are 


contracted at fees up to $500 or $600. 


And the couple may never spend more 


than a few moments together. 


"Sometimes they can't remember each 


other's name," Mongiello said in an in- 
terview. 


In the past seven months, Mongiello said, 


there have been over 1,000 applications 
made in Dallas by U.S. citizens for resident 
alien permits for their foreign-born spouses. 
Of these, more than 400 were scrutinized 
closely because they were invalid or 
"questionable." 


Recently there was a case in Washington 


where a woman had been married 21 times 
to aliens, obviously for pay, Mongiello said. 


"Sometimes aliens divorce their spouses, 


come to this country and marry an Ameri- 
can for a fee, divorce the American, return 
to their country, remarry their spouse, then 
come back here asking for a permit for their 
alien spouse," Mongiello said. 


"There is a presumption of fraud, that the 


marriage was one of convenience for the 
purpose of getting a resident visa, if divorce 
or annulment follows within two years or if 
the parties do not live together/1 said im- 


migration Judge B.Q. Maldanado. 


Mongiello said he has 
heard of 


"arrangers"—those who put an alien and a 
U.S. citizen in contact for such marriages— 
although "we haven 't prosecuted any here.'' 


Mongiello said the biggest problem is with 


Mexicans "by sheer volume alone, but we 
run into these cases involving all 
nationalities. In New York they mostly have 
problems 
with marriages involving 


Europeans and people from the Caribbean. 
Here, because of the proximity of the 
Mexican border, our biggest problem is with 
Mexicans." 


Mongiello regards rising affluence abroad 


and improved international travel as the 
biggest contributors to the problem. "More 
aliens have the money and the availability 
of international travel than, say, 10 years 
ago," he explained. 


To combat the problem, the government is 


adding $34 million to its budget just to chase 
illegal aliens out of this country. "We really 
need $50 million more to do the job right," he 


^——— 
said. 


He added, "The problem is chronic, not 


just in Dallas, but everywhere." 


Mongiello told of one twist, one in which a 


couple "really loved each other, lived 
together and all that, but they didn't believe 
in formalized marriage. We told them 
they'd have to get married for the alien 
spouse to remain in this country. I suppose 
they could have gotten married and 
divorced the next day but then we would 
have been faced with a case of fraud in 
which they married just so the spouse could 
remain in this country. It was a difficult 
case. As it turned out, they just broke it up 
and the alien had to leave the country." 


Mongiello said that the Immigration 


Service's long waiting lists probably have 
caused many aliens to go the fraudulent 
marriage route to receive resident alien 
status. 


"In that sense, I guess we have inad- 


vertently played cupid in some of these 
cases," he said.

Two are enabling leg- 
islation for the later creation of 
medical schools in Corpus 
Christi and in the Rio Grande 


Valley. The third calls for a 
merger of the Texas College of 
Osteopathic Medicine at Fort 
Worth with North Texas State 
University. All bills will be 
studied by a subcommittee. 


"We're in a state of readiness 


to proceed," said Dr. John A. 
Guinn, president of TWU. The 
planning already has been com- 
pleted and paid for,he said, and 
the land will be donated. 


Rep. 
Fred Head, D-Troup, 


committee chairman, pressed 
Guinn on whether he would 
support a requirement that 20 
per cent of the students at the 
proposed school contract to 
serve four or more years in ru- 
ral areas, which he said are 


desperate for medical service. 


Guinn hedged by saying this 


could be accomplished volun- 
tarily by TWU's selection of 
students sensitive to the needs 
of rural areas. 


"Yes or no," Head 
de- 


manded. 


"I would be in favor of trying 


it, and I would support it," 
Guinn said. 


And could he guarantee that 


a teaching hospital — a princi- 
pal expense of any medical 
school — would be provided at 
no expense to the state, Head 
asked. 


"Yes, sir," Guinn replied. 
Guinn was asked why the 


College Coordinating Board last 


year rejected the TWU propos- 
al by an 8-7 vote. According to 
Sen. Betty Andujar, R-Fort 
Worth, who opposes the school, 
the closeness of that vote was a 
tribute to the diligent lobbying 
by Guinn, since the board origi- 
nally was unanimous in opposi- 
tion to it. 


Guinn modestly said the only 


reason he could give for the 
board's final, narrow rejection 
of the proposal was that "we 
may not have pushed hard 
enough to get the information 
on our capabilities 
to 
the 


board." 


Guinn said TWU was going 


over the head of the board to 
the legislature because it con- 


sidered the issue "so urgent 
and necessary we will take any 
honorable steps to secure this 
school." 


Several witnesses testified 


that TWU can make a unique 
contribution in the 
field of 


health care. The sponsor of the 
bill, Rep. Doyle Willis, D-Fort 
Worth, stressed that TWU has 
a good record 
of accom- 


plishment in areas that other 
schools find troublesome. For 
example, he said, 13 per cent of 
the TWU enrollment is Mexi- 
can-American and 14 per cent 
is black. 


Rep. R. B. McAlister, D-Lub- 


bock, liked the emphasis on en- 
couraging more women to be- 


come doctors. "I wouldn't be 
hornswaggled 
if 
a woman 


turned out to be a better doctor 
than a man, with her TLC (ten- 
der loving care)," he said. 


Sam Stone Jr., an Austin law- 


yer representing 
the Texas 


Medical Association, told the 
committee the TMA "does not 
oppose any 
medical school 


being built or authorized." But 
he said TMA urges a com- 
prehen sive study before any 
new medical school is created. 
And he said TMA believes 
existing medical schools should 
be fully funded. 


That wasn't good enough for 


Rep. Frank Gaston, R-Dallas. 
He said he expected TMA, as 


the leading professional organ- 
ization in the field, to take a 
stand and give the committee 
its advice. 


Stone said the TMA's execu- 


tive board would do that when 
it meets this weekend. None of 
the medical school bills had 
been introduced at the time of 
the board's last meeting in

Unemployed black youth 


situation said critical 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - A 


University of Pennsylvania pro- 
fessor estimates that 65 per 
cent of America's black teen- 
agers are unemployed. 


He says if the 
economy 


doesn't improve quickly an en- 
tire generation of young blacks 
will enter adulthood in the 1980s 
without ever having held a job. 


Dr. Bernard Anderson, assist- 


ant professor of industry at 
Penn's Wharton School of Fi- 
nance and Commerce, said 
about 570,000 of the approxi- 
mately 880,000 black youths be- 
tween 16 and 19 can't find jobs. 


He said this compares with a 


jobless rate of about 25 per 
cent among the nation's 7.5 mil- 
lion white teen-agers. 


"The implications and ramifi- 


cations are 
absolutely 
dis- 


astrous," Anderson said during 
an interview Tuesday. 


"What this means is that a 


very large number of black 
teen-agers, especially in the in- 
ner cities, cannot look with any 


optimism on holding a full-time 
job for any length of time be- 
tween now and adulthood. 


"I don't want to scare any- 


body. I don't want this to be a 
horror story. But we have a 
problem here. This is why we 
have a high crime rate. We 
have hundreds of kids standing 
around doing nothing. This is 
why we have a teen-age gang 
problem." 


Anderson acknowledged that 


recent U.S. Labor Department 
figures place the 
unemploy- 


ment rate for young blacks at 
41.1 per cent nationally, but he 
said they fail to account for 
those between 16 and 19 who 
have stopped hunting for work. 


"Thousands of young blacks 


have withdrawn from the labor 
market," he said. "They are 
discouraged and have given up 
looking." 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics' January figures estimated 
there were 580,000 "discouraged 
workers" in the United States. 


Senators vote to give 
gas to Texans first 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Sena- 


tors have voted to keep all the 
Texas gas they can from being 
shipped out of state until Tex- 
ans have what they need. 


They agreed, 30-0, Tuesday to 


prohibit natural gas produced 
on state-owned land from being 
sold in other states unless the 
Texas Railroad Commission ap- 
proves the sale. 


The commission—which regu- 


lates Texas' oil and gas in- 
dustry—would have to make 
sure, for example, that all 
Texas hospitals, schools, politi- 
cal subdivisions and food and 
fiber companies had ample sup- 
plies of gas. 


"We're serving notice that we 


want to take care of the people 
of Texas first," said Sen. Pey- 
ton McKnight, L>Tyler. 


The bill, however, was spon- 


sored by Sen. Walter Mengden, 
R-Houston. 


Senators also voted 30-0 to 


appropriate an extra $2 million 
through Aug. 31 to feed prison- 
ers and pay 
higher-than-ex- 


pected utility bills at state pris- 
ons. They also approved, 28-2, a 
bill setting up a 15-member 
Commission on the Status of 
Women. 


The commission would collect 


and 
distribute 
information 


about the opportunities, needs 
and contributions of women, 
and it would be required to co- 
operate with the state in cor- 
recting 
"unlawful 
sex 
dis- 


crimination." 


The sponsor, Sen. Betty An- 


dujar, R-Fort Worth, said, "We 
will welcome either sex on this 
commission," which would be 
appointed by the governor, lieu- 
tenant 
governor 
and 
House 


speaker. 


In 10 years, the commission 


automatically would'dissolve. 


It would cost an estimated 


$332,984 to pay for the the com- 
mission over the next two 
years. 


In other action, the Senate 


voted to : 


—Allow agricultural associ- 


ations to collect assessments 
from their members to pay for 
research, 
marketing 
and 


promotion of products such as 
grain sorghum, soybeans and 
wheat. 
The 
proposed 
con- 


stitutional amendment would go 
on a special November ballot 
for a statewide vote. 


—Permit the state to estab- 


lish county historical commis- 
sions by April 1 in odd-num- 
bered years if county commis- 
sioners failed to do so. 


—Give 
conference 
com- 


mittees the power to do more 
than adjust the differences in 
House and Senate versions of 
major constitutional changes. 


The House, however, tenta- 


tively approved, 94-41, a bill re- 
quiring conference committees 
on taxes and spending to limit 
themselves to adjusting such 
differences. 


Image of America hero being tarnished by FBI probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - J. 


Edgar Hoover was bigger than 
life, the No. 1 patriot, the best- 
known American, the man of 
guts, the genuine legend. Hoo- 
ver was the FBI and the FBI 
was Hoover and they were en- 
twined in reputation: solid, in- 
corruptible and unassailable. 


By the time he died, the im- 


age had begun to tarnish. In 
the minds of many, Hoover was 
too old to cope with modern 
problems, too set in his ways, 
too content to live on glories of 
the past. And his power as one- 
man ruler of the superagency 
he fashioned so meticulously 
was, in his last years, thought 
too open to abuses. 


Now, three years after Hoo- 


ver's death, his longtime critics 
find confirmation in facts now 
emerging about the FBI. 


J. Edgar Hoover allowed the 


FBI to be used for political pur- 
poses. He hoarded tidbits of 
petty gossip about public fig- 
ures. He filed away derogatory 
remarks made about himself. 
He slipped information about 
the private lives of opponents 


to presidents. 


But Hoover also abruptly 


ended the use by the FBI of 
break-ins and 
other 
illegal 


methods that 
were unchal- 


lenged tools of investigation for 
decades. And later he success- 
fully resisted White House pres- 
sure to resume such methods. 


How 
serious 
were 
the 


abuses? How much of Hoover's 
power was rooted in knowing 
where the bodies were buried 
or bedded? Did Hoover evoke 
fear among presidents and con- 
gressmen as he did among 
gangsters? 


The complete truth most like- 


ly was buried with Hoover at 
Congressional Cemetery. 


Whatever Presidents 
John- 


son, Kennedy and Nixon may 
have thought in private, none 
ever spoke pubicly about repl- 
acing Hoover, and he remained 
director of the FBI until he 
died. 


"I admire Mr. Hoover so 


much as a citizen and a man," 
said Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
"Magnificent public servant," 
said Lyndon B. Johnson. "This 


J. EDGAR HOOVER 


truly remarkable man," said 
Richard M. Nixon. 


How could they speak other- 


wise of a man who had become 
glamorous through so many 
roles: The fearless gangster- 
lighter of the '30s, the Nazi spy- 
hunter of the '40s, the unsha- 
kable anti-Communist of the 


'50s. 


But now the post-Watergate 


Congress has launched the first 
serious investigation of how the 
FBI works. And for the first 
time ever, the FBI has admit- 
ted its transgressions to outside 
probers. The ghost of Hoover 
must be scowling. 


A new attorney general, Ed- 


ward H. Levi, matter of factly 
ticked off the abuses: 


—Hoover kept secret files of 


derogatory information on 17 
members of Congress and 31 
other prominent persons. 


—Hoover, in at least one 


case, whispered gossip from his 
files to others in the executive 
branch in an effort to discredit 
a congressman who had criti- 
cized him. 


—Hoover preserved memo- 


randa about those who sought 
to have him fired and those 
who made 
"derogatory 
re- 


marks about him." 


—Hoover acquiesced as the 


White House, under Kennedy, 
Johnson and Nixon, made polit- 
ical demands on the FBI. 


Levi's predecessor as attor- 


ney general, William B. Saxbe, 
had spoken of FBI "practices 
that can only be considered ab- 
horrent in a free 
society." 


Saxbe said that in its efforts 
"to expose, disrupt and other- 
wise neutralize" subversive ele- 
ments, the FBI carried out 
wide-ranging 
counter- 


intelligence operations. 


In the name of preserving do- 


mestic tranquility, agents sent 
anonymous letters to discredit 
people or to get them fired. To 
create dissension within target 
groups, the FBI even went so 
far as to arrange for the re- 
peated arrest of black militants 
"on every possible charge until 
they could no longer make 
bail," according to a Hoover 
memo that Saxbe made public. 


Designated "COINTELPRO" 


in the FBI's shorthand, there 
were seven programs in all — 
each directed against a particu- 
lar group: the New Left; black 
extremists; foreign espionage 
agents; and Communist organ- 
izations and individuals con- 
nected with them.

Right jr wrong, these were 


tactics the bureau once used 
against gangsters, spies and 
subversives, real or only sus- 
pected. But finally Hoover de- 
creed 
these tactics 
out 
of 


bounds. 


It was a decision in the clas- 


sic Hoover style. To this day no 
one knows why he made it. 


A former high-ranking FBI 


official recalls that in 1966 Hoo- 
ver "flatly came down with a 
memo and said he would never 
again approve another 
bag 


job," the underworld term for 
burglary. 


No one can measure the im- 


pact of Hoover's order, but it 
was substantial. Richard M. 
Nixon and his advisers worried 
about it in 1970 and tried to re- 
instate the bag jobs.

A good many Texans couldn't 


stop using gasoline or reduce 
their 
consumption 
without 


starving. They must have some 
way to get to work. 


Drive around any of the great 


street and highway loops sur- 
rounding Dallas, for instance, 
they are lined with 
office 


buildings, factories and shop- 
ping centers. The employes' 
parking lots are filled and not a 
bus in sight. 


The streets and highways are 


jammed in the morning and 
afternoon rush hours. Some of 
the drivers are commuting 
frcm 50 or more miles away to- 
make a living. 


Should Texans have the same 


amount of rationed gas or pay 
the same taxes as Rhode 
Island, for instance, where you 
can't drive more than 48 miles 
in a straight line and remain in 
the state. 


In Texas the longest distance 


is 801 miles. 


A resident of New York City 


may get along with no personal 
gas. He has bus, subway and 
taxi service. Relatively few 
New Yorkers own cars. 


President 
Ford's plan to 


reduce gas usage with higher 
prices is not going to stop people 
from using fuel. Aunt Emmy 
may get fewer visits than she 
does now but that's about the 
extent of it.

Tax returns 
flowing in 


By The Associated Press 
Texas taxpayers are filing 


their 1974 tax returns in record 
speed and numbers, apparently 
in hopes that an early refund 
will be fattened by a possible 
tax rebate now being discussed 
in Washington. 


"People want their money, 


that's it," said Emilio Biondi, 
information officer for the In- 
ternal Revenue Service in Dal- 
las, which serves the northern 
half of Texas. He says the num- 
ber of returns filed through his 
office is up eight per cent with 
830,000 of 1,900,000 returns al- 
ready in. 


The Austin office of the IRS 


is also running about 10 per 
cent ahead. 


"We've got to know what 


their tax liability is to deter- 
mine how much of a rebate 
people will get," said Chuck 
Bailey of the Austin office. 


Last year the Austin office 


processed 2,511,432 returns by 
the deadline and already this 
year has processed 1,403,805. 


Bailey said the average re- 


fund for the eight-state region 
served by the Austin center is 
$330.47, and for the Austin dis- 
trict $330.27. By March 15,1974, 
the average refund was $306.17. 


The questions asked of the 


Austin office, Bailey said, are 
"more penetrating this year."
